terest :■* the athlete. First is the 
Books problem In the present 
plan, books will b> loaned to the 
athletes who an* not financially 
able to buy them. In this case, as 
m all others, the Athletic Com¬ 
mittee will decide who shall merit 
part of the advantages or all of 
tin advantages of the plan. The 
sceond point is the Housing prob¬ 
lem Under the plan 20 to 30 ath¬ 
letes will bo housed free in the 
Mt. Delia Apartments which will 
be prepared for occupancy during 
the summer 

Third is the problem of Work 
Jobs. Under the plan jobs will be 
available to athletes which will 
pay about $18 a month. This will 
more than take care of all fees, 
and if the athlete works the en¬ 
tire school year, will amount to 
more than half of the yearly school 
expenses. 

All of these first three points 
of the plan will amount to almost 
three-fifths of the total yearly ex¬ 
penses or $300 in actual value. 

Part four of the plan which 
covers the T-Club concessions is 
already in operation and will con¬ 
tinue under the new plan. This 
provides that members of the T- 
Club will handle concessions at 
all home athletic games, and the 
profits taken from the sales will 
go to the athletic injury fund. 
The final point in the plan is the 
Visitation Program which also has 
been in effect to a limited degree 
all along By this program more 
energy will be put into visiting 
different high schools over the 
state in efforts to secure the best 
possible high school athletes. With 
a scholarship plan to offer, much 
more interest should be ereated 

This will mark the first such 
venture undertaken by Little U-T 
in recent years, and it could have 
very good results in improving the 
athletic situation, but Coach Hen¬ 
son and the Athletic Committee 
feel that too much should not be 
expected at an early date because 
the plan will have to pass a test 
period of two or three years to 
see how it works out. 

It should definitely improve the 
athlete program during the 1950- 
.■>1 football and basketball seasons, 
but there is no reason to expect 
All-America teams, soon, to put 
it mildly. When a school first em¬ 
barks on a plan of this type it 
may take s« wral years m a build¬ 
ing program to returVi athletns 
t,* a normal basis.

Geology Class Makes 
Another Trip 

It was 12 noon, and ten ama¬ 
teur geologists armed with cam¬ 
eras, notebooks, pencils, geology 
picks, and the eminent geologist, 
Mr. A. Paul Wishart. set out on a 
journey to the four comers of the 
globe, that is to Mayfield, Ky. 

The purpose of this journey, was 
to observe the manufacture 
bricks at a brick kiln in Mayfield. 
Bricks are produced in two sim 
pie operations. First, clay 
pressed into the proper shape by 
a press exerting a force of 400 
tons to the square inch. They are 
then placed in a dome-shaped oven 
and cooked for 14 days. When 
they are removed, they are ready 
for the market. As we were leav¬ 
ing, we were told of a factory In 
Mayfield that produces china 
lamps, vases, and the like. 

We expected this factory to be 
a small one, but found it to be 
large plant producing chinaware

Mr. Neal has recently been 
studying at the Curtis School of 
Music in Philadelphia, and has ap¬ 
peared in many concerts, as well 
as on television with his wifs, Alli¬ 
son Nelson, as a two piano team 
Miss Nelson was heard at U. T. 

At present 
she is on concert tour in Australia, 
where Mr. Neal will join her and 
they will tour there and in Europe 
before returning to the U. S. 

Mr. Neal’s program showed his 
ability to interpret many styles 
of piano music. The opening 
chorale, “Awake, The Voice Com¬ 
mands,” by Bach, was played with 
great spiritual force and a fine, 
flowing srtyle.

The most outstanding feature of 
his playing was the beautiful can- 
tabile line he achieved in bringing 
out the melodies. His interpreta¬ 
tive ability in such a wide range 
of styles was very impressive 
These qualities, together with 
good technique, should enable Mr.

employ 50 men to run the machin¬ 
ery and 75 young ladies to paint 
the finished articles. We spent 
about three hours inspecting the 
manufacturing process and ob¬ 
serving the different shapes (of 
the lamps that is) found there. 
By the time we were ready to de¬ 
part, everyone had bought some 
lamps and seen some interesting 
objects. 

Our next step was at the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee Clay Co. Here 
clay is taken from the ground by 
open-faced mining. The clay pit 
is about the size of the city of 
Martin and one of the largest 
in the world. After the clay is 
taken from the ground, it goes 
through several processes and 
emerges in powder in a paper 
bag. This powdered form is shipped 
to all parts of the country and 
used in the manufacture of pot¬ 
tery. electrical insulators, and 
other items. 

From here we went to Kentucky 
Dam and made an inspection tour 
of the dam and adjoining facili¬ 
ties. W’e went in every room, 
climbed all the ladders, asked 
thousands of questions, and looked 
behind all doors and plates but 
one. When we came to this one, 
someone said: i-Whfrt’s behind 
that?” The man who was guiding 
us said calmly. “Kentucky Lake." 
Three of us held him while he ex¬ 
plained that the plate was se¬ 
curely bolted and that there was 
no reason to flee.

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Red Team Grabs Men's 
Basketball Crown 

An underdog Red team which 
lost its first game in the Men’s 
Intramural Basketball Tourna¬ 
ment fought back with three 
straight wins to grab the basket¬ 
ball crown, with a 19-7 win over 
the Yellows in the finals being the 
clincher. 

Oddly enough the two finalists 
had tangled in the first game of 
the tournament back on February 
2 when the Yellows beat the Reds 
19-10. In the finals it was a differ¬ 
ent story, however, as the Reds 
piled up a 10-0 half-time lead and 
seemingly coasted the rest of the 
way.

rest of the scoring. 

For the Yellows who couldn’t 
get started, Charles Bane arrived 
at half-time and scored 4 points, 
Randall Sanders scored 2, and 
James Flatt dropped in a free 
throw. 

In games leading up to the 
finals the Reds clipped the Orange 
team on Feb. 22, 28-22. David 
Jones took high honors for the 
Reds with 15 points while James 
Mayfield hit 4. and James Davis 
collected 9. Melvin Smith dumped 
in 12 points for the Orange team 
followed by Curtis Owen and Ben¬ 
ny Johnson with 4 each, and Billy 
Stafford with 2. 

In the semifinals ,an March 10, 
the Reds edged the Greens 20-16. 
David Jones spearheaded the Red 
attack writh 10 points; James May- 
field and Leonard Pratt hit 4 each; 
and Bill J. Brown scored 2. J. C. 
Stroup racked up 9 points to lead 
the Greens with Noble Stevens hit¬ 
ting 4, and Walter Mischke hit¬ 
ting 3.

They 
want the dancing saved for a 
rainy day and to go outside on the 
pretty days. 

Our intramural sports are neg¬ 
lected, from the lack of holding 
the team together as a unit. An 
excellent suggestion was put forth 
in this paper a short time ago 
that not only sounded good, but 
would work if put into practice. 

I refer you to the sixth page, 
column one of the February 7th 
issue of this paper. 

If the student intramural teams 
were selected according to the 
place the students stay, they would 
be more willing to play together. 
Ask any student if he hadn’t rather 
play with a group that he knows 
well than with a group of partial 
strangers. In almost all of our 
teams the captains don’t know the 
names of all the players. Divide 
the intramural teams according to 
where they stay and see if they 
won’t fight harder for their team. 

I write this in friendly and mild 
criticism in the hope that we can 
make our school a better place to 
work and play.

BOB AMMONS IS CAGE SCORING LEADER 

A new scoring* leader was crowned for the Junior Vols at 
the close of the 1950 season when Captain Bob Ammons 
posted his high total of 191 points. Bob played in 15 of the 
16 Vol games to give him an average of 12.7 a game. He 
was an outstanding performer in every contest. Doug Rain¬ 
water. little sophomore guard who graduated at the end of 
the winter quarter, stayed right behind Ammons most of 
the season and wound up with 149 points in 15 games for 
a sharp 9.9 average per game. Big H. W. Campbell, 6-foot 
4-inch, 210-pound Vol center, wound up in third place with 
97 points to his credit. Tom Vowell, who teamed with Rain¬ 
water at the other guard spot, was fourth with 74 points. 
Vowell also graduated after the winter quarter so the Vols 
have lost both regular guards. The remaining scorers were 
Aaron Willhauck (42), Bill Patterson (37), Marion Willhauck 
(29), David Turner (22), Louis Jordon (17), Stanley Hobbs 
(14), Johnny Wall (6), and Rege Luckey (1). 

The Vols finished the season with a 2-14 record which was 
nothing to shout about, but was better than last season’s 
mark. The team scored 686 points in 16 games for an average 
of 42.8 a game. The opposition scored 1037 points for a 
64.8 game average. 

Probably the biggest thing that happened during the 
season aside from the two wins was the remarkable scoring 
streak Captain Bob Ammons turned in February’ 21 at Bethel 
when he burned dow nthe nets with a 30-point single game 
total. Although no official records were available, Ammons' 
total must be a UTJC record or mighty close to it. 


REGE LUCKEY HEADS “B” TEAM SCORING 

Rege Luckey, a freshman product from Humboldt’s 1949 
Tennessee State Champion quintet, was the top scorer for 
Coach Vincent Vaughn’s “B” team. Rege wound up the 
year with 154 points in 14 games for a 11.00 average.

With the announcement that athletic scholarships definite- | 
ly will be awarded next term a new era could be beginning j 
■ n UTJC sports, but too much enthusiasm shouldn’t be ex¬ 
pected merely out of the scholarships for the next term. 
The plan is not fully set yet and until all the points do be 
come clear, the plan will be only temporary for two or three 
years under trial after which any mistakes will be ironed 
out, and if it shows signs of proving satisfactory it will be 
made permanent. There may still be some difficulty in con¬ 
tacting the better athletes since most of them have already 
been approached by larger schools and a good many are 
already under obligation or have signed applications for 
enrollment. 

The installation of the scholarship plan may pave the way 
for the Vols to re-enter the Mississippi Valley Conference 
sometime soon. The Vols withdrew from the conference 
shortly after the football season because they were the only 
ones following the rules by not offering scholarships. Shortly 
after the withdrawal the conference lifted the rule banning 
scholarships and now Little U-T could return on a more equal 
basis with the other schools, but it is thought that the 
Junior College officials will not seek re-admittance into the 
conference until thfy see first how the scholarships will work 
in bringing better talent to UTJC.

Geologists In Interesting 
Field Trip 


Saturday morning, February 5, 
Mr. Wlshart’s Engineering Geol¬ 
ogy class started on a field trip. 
The ones who made the trip were: 
Larry Howe, John Jordon, Joe 
Spears, Omar Lynn. Wiley, Rob¬ 
ert Wood, John L. Williams, and 
Copper White. 

Our first stop was at Bell Clay 
Company near Gleason where Mr. 
Richard Bell, who is a graduate of 
M. I. T., gave us an interesting 
lecture on the uses of clay and clay 
mining. 

One of the class, who is major¬ 
ing in forestry saw the acres of 
barren land being stripped of all 
vegetation asked why not replant 
this land with pine trees? Mr. Bell 
replied by offering him a job doing 
that so he quieted down for a 
while. We left the pits and pro¬ 
ceeded to the processing plant. We 
were shown how the clay was 
crushed, dried, weighed, and 
sacked all by machinery. 

We proceeded from the labora¬ 
tory to the actual processing of 
the sand. While the group of 
nosey geology students were in¬ 
specting the task of drying the 
sand some employee—believed to 
have been encouraged by Mr. 
Wiley—closed the power off and 
black smoke rolled out in the build¬ 
ing. Boys hit, holes like rats get¬ 
ting out of there. We did not ap¬ 
preciate the joke as did Mr. Wiley 
and his newly-formed friend. 

We went to the pits with geo¬ 
logical picks and muddy boots 
ready to find the mystery of why 
and where the sand poured from 
the earth. The company had three 
pits that they used sand from, ac¬ 
cording to the specifications of the 
order to be filled. The most out¬ 
standing feature occurred at the 
fine sand pit. Mr. Wishart found 
that water could be pumped to 
the surface by quick movements 
of one's feet. 

After much delay the expedition 
pushed off from the sand pit next 
to stop at the Chert Gravel Com¬ 
pany on the opposite side of Cam¬ 
den. Chert is a form of quartz 
and is extremely hard. 

Upon arrival at New Johnson- 
ville, we contacted a guard and 
told him we were there to inspect 
the project. He immediately es¬ 
corted us to the place that the 
building was being constructed. 
We were in the foundation of the 
plant. It is not placed upon solid 
rock because the rock is too deep 
In the ground. 

We were met at the Franklin 
Limestone Company by one of 
the employees who conducted us 
to the limestone caves where the 
rock was mined. 

Early Saturday night we 
reached Bowling Green. We se¬ 
cured rooms at an established ho¬ 


tel. In search of food, we found a 
nice, well arranged waitress, Oh! 
I mean restaurant. 

Sunday morning we reached 
Mammoth Cave. Every one was 
expecting it to be spectacular and 
attractive but It was not that at 
all. 

We entered the cave at 9:45 
through the only natural entrance, 
the Historic Entrance, and were 
soon about 170 feet underground, 
where the temperature was 54* f. 
and it remained that same tem¬ 
perature throughout the cave. We 
passed the Christmas tree that 
was discovered ^in 1883 near 
Booth’s amphitheatre, then by the 
Statue of Martha Washington to 
the Giant’s Coffin which is a solid 
stone forty feet long by 20 feet 
wide and six feet high. 

We took trip No. 4 which is 
about seven miles long and usu¬ 
ally takes about seven hours to 
make the trip. Due to the unusu¬ 
ally heavy rains of this year, Green 
River and Echo River, which run 
through parts of the cave were 
flooded, so we were forced to take 
an even longer route which gave 
us a total of some eight miles of 
walking. By this time the party 
wanted to know just how many 
more miles we would have to go 
before we would reach the dining 
hall and meet the lunch face to 
face that we had paid for before 
leaving the headquarters. We 
dined 170 feet below the surface 
and we soon were on our way ex¬ 
ploring the wonders of the cave. 

The climax of the trip was the 
boat ride on Crystal Lake 270 
feet below the surface. To our de¬ 
light, we found a bus later, waiting 
to take us the seven miles back to 
headquarters. 

Another strange occurrence was 
from one member of our group. 
Every time we stopped he would 
take a horizontal position. How 
about that, Spears? In case no 
one knew who that boy was with' 
a troubled look on his face, it was 
Jordan. He was trying to figure 
out if he should take geology or 
not. 

Pappy Williams was our naviga¬ 
tor for the first lap of our return 
jaunt. He made two hits—both 
four-legged skunks. The aroma 
still lingers. 

“The Admiral” was our guiding 
light on the last leg of the voyage. 
We anchored in Martin at 2215 
hours. 

We had a wonderful trip and I 
believe that all who were fortu¬ 
nate enough to get to go enjoyed 
it very much.
